UN endorses Iran deal with 6 world powers

for working to bring “safe¬ 
ty, security and peace” 
to a nation challenged 
by economic strains, a 
history of corruption and 
violence unleashed by 
the Islamic extremist group 
Boko Haram.

The president said 
Buhari had “a very clear 
agenda in defeating Boko 
Haram and extremists of all 
sorts inside of his country. 
And he has a very clear 
agenda in terms of roof¬ 
ing out the corruption that 
too often has held back 
the economic growth and 
prosperity of his country." 
Obama, speaking to re¬ 
porters at the outset of 
the meeting, said the U.S. 
hoped to partner with the 
African nation “so that Ni¬ 
geria ends up being an an¬ 
chor not only of prosperity 
and stability in the eastern 
part of the continent, but 
can also be an outstand¬ 
ing role model for develop¬ 
ing countries around the 
world.” Nigeria actually is 
in the western part of fhe 
continent; the White House 
said Obama misspoke.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Cuban national flag flut¬ 
tered in the Washington 
sun Monday as the U.S. and 
Cuba formally ended more 
than a half-century of es¬ 
trangement, formally re-es¬ 
tablishing relations severed 
at the height of the Cold 
War. But the symbolism of 
an embassy ceremony 
could not conceal deep, 
lingering conflicts between 
the nations. 

In the sweltering July heat 
and humidity of America’s 
capital, Cuban Foreign 
Minister Bruno Rodriguez 
presided over the flag¬ 
raising ceremony just hours 
after an agreement to re¬ 
store diplomatic ties broken 
in 1961 took effect at the 
stroke of midnight. 

He later met with Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry, 
becoming the first Cuban 
foreign minister to set foot 
in the State Department 
since 1958. 

Kerry announced that he 
would make a reciprocal 
visit to Cuba to dedicate 


the U.S. Embassy in Havana 
on Aug. 14. He spoke of a 
need to move beyond the 
enmity that was spawned 
as President John F. Ken¬ 
nedy grappled with Fidel 
Castro's revolution and So¬ 
viet expansionism and that 
hardened over the 54 years 
that followed. 

Despite pledges of good¬ 
will and mutual respect, 
ghosts of past animosity 


hung over the events. 

At the reopening of the Cu¬ 
ban embassy and again 
at a joint news confer¬ 
ence with Kerry, Rodriguez 
repeated demands for 
the U.S. to end its 53-year 
embargo, return the U.S. 
naval base at Guanta¬ 
namo Bay, stop efforts to 
change or reform Cuba’s 
communist government 
and pay compensation for 


damage done to the island 
and its people over the 
past five decades. 

“I emphasized that the total 
lifting of the blockade, the 
return of illegally occupied 
territory of Guantanamo as 
well as full respect for Cu¬ 
ban sovereignty and com¬ 
pensation to our people 
for human and economic 
damages are crucial to be 
able to move toward the 
normalization of relations,” 
Rodriguez said as Kerry 
stood beside him. 

On a more conciliatory 
note, Rodriguez thanked 
President Barack Obama 
for his conclusion that U.S. 
policy toward Cuba was 
faulty, his steps to ease 
sanctions thus far and his 
calls for Congress to repeal 
the embargo. 

Rodriguez noted that there 
are “profound differenc¬ 
es” between the U.S. and 
Cuban governments but 
stressed that “we strongly 
believe that we can both 
cooperate and coexist in 
a civilized way based on 
due respect for these dif¬ 
ferences.” 

Kerry, speaking briefly in 


Spanish, said America 
wants to work with Cuba to 
improve conditions there. 
But he also acknowledged 
persistent differences over 
human rights, democracy 
and reparations and flatly 
rejected the suggestion 
that Guantanamo would 
be returned to Cuba any¬ 
time soon. 

“We celebrate this day 
— July 20 — as a time to 
start repairing what has 
been broken and opening 
what for too long has been 
closed,” Kerry said. 

He added, though: “This 
milestone does not signify 
an end to the many differ¬ 
ences that still separate our 
governments. 

But it does reflect the re¬ 
ality that the Cold War 
ended long ago and that 
the interests of both coun¬ 
tries are better served by 
engagement than by es¬ 
trangement.” 

Kerry compared the con¬ 
flicting sentiments with 
the normalization of U.S. 
ties with Vietnam 20 years 
ago. In both cases, he said, 
“passions ran deep and run 
deep to this day.”Q

DNA from vest, 
money links 
man to DC 
slayings

WASHINGTON (AP) — DNA 

from a man accused in the 
slayings of wealthy Wash¬ 
ington family and their 
housekeeper was found 
on a construction vest in¬ 
side a car stolen from the 
family’s home, 
and a man driving the car 
was seen wearing a similar 
vest in the aftermath of the 
slayings, a detective testi¬ 
fied Monday. 

A judge cited the DNA and 
other evidence against 
34-year-old Daron Wint in 
finding probable cause 
that he committed first-de¬ 
gree murder and ordered 
him held without bond 
pending further court pro¬ 
ceedings. Wint is charged 
in the deaths of Savvas 
Savopoulos; his wife, Amy; 
their 10-year-old son, Philip; 
and a housekeeper, Verali- 
cia Figueroa. 

Police believe the Savo- 
pouloses and their house¬ 
keeper were held captive 
for 18 hours before they 
were slain in the early af¬ 
ternoon of May 14 after 
the delivery of a $40,000 
ransom. Their mansion was 
then set on fire. Wint was 
arrested a week after the 
slayings. 

The lead investigator on 
the case. Detective Jef¬ 
frey Owens, also testified 
Monday that, according 
to their autopsies, Savvas 
Savopoulos and Figueroa 
had been strangled. Police 
had said previously that all 
four victims were beaten 
and stabbed. 

Wint was arrested in Wash¬ 
ington while riding in a car

NEW YORK (AP) — The par¬ 
ent company of Ashley 
Madison, a matchmaking 
website for cheating spous¬ 
es, says it was hacked and 
that the personal informa¬ 
tion of some of its users was 
posted online. 

In addition, the person or 
persons behind the attack 
are threatening to release 
all of the site's personal in¬ 
formation — including its 
members’ sexual fantasies 
and financial information 
— if the company doesn’t 
take Ashley Madison of¬ 


fline, according to a promi¬ 
nent security blog. 
Toronto-based Avid Life 
Media Inc. says it has had 
the hackers’ posts — which 
included snippets of per¬ 
sonal information — tak¬ 
en down and has hired a 
technology security firm. 
The company and law en¬ 
forcement agencies are 
investigating. 

The breach was first report¬ 
ed late Sunday by Brian 
Krebs of KrebsonSecurity, 
a website that focuses on 
cybersecurity. Ashley Mad- 
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Ashley Madison’s Korean web site is shown on a computer 
screen in Seoul, South Korea. Avid Life Media Inc., the parent 
company of Ashley Madison, a matchmaking website for 
cheating spouses, said it was hacked and that the personal 
information of some of its users was posted online.

Besides random per¬ 
sonal data from members, 
the hackers also posted 
maps of the company’s 
internal servers, employee 
network account informa¬ 
tion, company bank ac¬ 
count data and salary in¬ 
formation, Krebs says.

posted a manifesto along¬ 
side the data, accusing 
Avid Life Media of lying to 
its customers about a $19 
service that would scrub 
all of their personal infor¬ 
mation from its data bas¬ 
es, saying that the data 
doesn't actually go away," 
Krebs says. 

The hackers say that if 
Avid Life does not take 
its Ashley Madison and 
Established Men sites of¬ 
fline, it will release all of the 
company’s information

and addresses, along with 
employee documents 
and emails — according 
to a screen capture of the 
hackers' manifesto posted 
by Krebs.

Planned Parenthood told 
Congress on Monday that 
a secretly recorded vid¬ 
eo released last week by 
an anti-abortion group is 
fraudulent and part of a 
years-long pattern of ille¬ 
gal harassment aimed at 
prohibiting abortion. 

In a letter to the House 
Energy and Commerce 
Committee, Planned Par¬ 
enthood said it fell victim 
to a fake company called 
Biomax Procurement Ser¬ 
vices that posed as a buy¬ 
er of human tissues. It was 
actually created by David 
Daleiden, an official of the 
group that released the 
video, and was engaged 
in “a campaign of corpo¬ 
rate espionage” target¬ 
ing Planned Parenthood, 
the letter said. “A group of 
extremists who have intimi¬ 
dated women and doctors 
for years — in their agenda 
to ban abortion complete¬ 
ly — are not ‘document¬ 
ing’ misdeeds; they are try¬ 
ing to create them, quite 
unsuccessfully,” Planned 
Parenthood wrote to law¬ 
makers. In a show of defi¬ 
ance — at least for now — 
Planned Parenthood also 
told the House commit¬ 
tee that it has not yet de¬ 
cided whether it will honor 
lawmakers’ request for a 
briefing by Dr. Deborah 
Nucatola, who speaks at 
length in the video about 
obtaining fetal tissue for re¬ 
search. Nucatola is the or¬ 
ganization’s senior director 
of medical services. 
Planned Parenthood’s let¬ 
ter represents its fullest re¬ 
sponse so far to that video, 
which was released last 
week by a group calling it¬ 
self the Center for Medical 
Progress. 

Biomax activities included

sell fetal organs for up 
to $1,600, the letter said, 
which would likely violate 
laws banning commercial 
fetal tissue sales.

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Turkey suspects Islamic State behind bomb that killed 31

ISTANBUL (AP) — Authori¬ 
ties suspected the Islamic 
State group was behind an 
apparent suicide bombing 
Monday in southeastern 
Turkey that killed 31 peo¬ 
ple and wounded nearly 
100 — a development that 
could represent a major 
expansion by the extrem¬ 
ists at a time when the 
government is stepping up 
efforts against them. 

Turkish officials vowed to 
strike back at those be¬ 
hind the attack in the city 
of Suruc targeting a group 
of political activists who 
wanted to help the shat¬ 
tered Syrian city of Kobani, 
a bombing that turned a 
moment of hope into a 
scene of horror. 

“We are face to face with 
a terrorism incident,” Prime 
Minister Ahmet Davutoglu 
said. “We have the will¬ 
power to find and certainly 
punish those who are re¬ 
sponsible.” 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility, but 
a senior government of¬ 
ficial told The Associated 
Press that Turkey suspected 
the IS group was behind 
the blast as retaliation for 
Turkey’s steps against the 
militants. 

The midday explosion 


took place as the Federa¬ 
tion of Socialist Youths was 
wrapping up a news con¬ 
ference on plans to help 
rebuild Kobani, a witness 
said. 

Suruc is just across the bor¬ 
der from Kobani, the town 
that was the site of fierce 
battles between Kurdish 
groups and Islamic State 
fighters. 

The fall of Kobani, heavily 
populated by Syrian Kurds, 
was the biggest defeat last 
year for the militants since 
they established control 
over large parts of Iraq 
and Syria. Its ruins have be¬ 
come a symbol of Kurdish 
resistance. 

If IS was indeed behind the 
bombing, it would repre¬ 
sent the group’s most seri¬ 
ous attack inside Turkey. 
A female suicide bomber 
with suspected ties to IS 
blew herself up in a fourisf 
district of Istanbul in Janu¬ 
ary, killing a police officer 
and wounding another. 

In recent weeks, Turkey has 
taken new steps against 
IS, blocking websites and 
arresting suspected follow¬ 
ers in the country, officials 
said. 

Witnesses of Monday’s 
blast described scenes of 
carnage and shock. Be¬ 
cause fhe activists’ news

Fatma Edemen said the 
federation of about 200 
youths had been pressing 
for more access to Kobani 
to help with reconstruction.

“One of my friends pro¬ 


tected me. First I thought, ‘I 
am dying,’ but I was OK,” 
the 22-year-old Edemen 
told the AP by phone as 
she headed to the hospital 
to get treatment for minor 
injuries to her legs. “I start¬ 
ed to run after I saw the 
bodies." 

Her voice shaking, she said 
her group had believed it 
was relatively safe to re¬ 
build Kobani. 

“Our friends went there, 
and it didn’t seem dan¬ 


gerous at that time. We 
couldn’t even think some¬ 
thing like that would hap¬ 
pen,” she said, adding that 
they had hoped to build a 
kindergarten or something 
else for children in the dev¬ 
astated city. 

“We wanted to do some¬ 
thing, but they would not 
let us," she added.

EU agrees to help Tunisia fight terror, boost economy

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Eu¬ 
ropean Union on Monday 
agreed to help Tunisia 
combat violent Islamic ex¬ 
tremism and boost its econ¬ 
omy, including by raising 
quotas on how much olive 
oil it can sell in EU markets. 
Several cooperative mea¬ 
sures were agreed upon 
Monday by EU foreign min¬ 
isters in Brussels during a visit 
by Tunisian Prime Minister 


Habib Essid. In a statement, 
the EU ministers expressed 
solidarity with the North 
African country following 
the attack last month at a 
Mediterranean beach re¬ 
sort that killed 38 tourists, 
many of them EU nationals. 
EU foreign policy chief Fed- 
erica Mogherini said it was 
in Europeans' own interest 
to assist Tunisia and its dem¬ 
ocratically elected govern¬ 
ment. 

Mogherini said “we have to 


keep hope alive in a region 
that faces so many difficul¬ 
ties.” 

At the meeting, EU minis¬ 
ters also reviewed the situ¬ 
ation in Libya, where many 
armed radicals active in 
Tunisia were reportedly 
trained in jihadi camps. 
The EU has been hoping 
for establishment of a na¬ 
tional government in Libya 
so it can conclude agree¬ 
ments to stem the exodus 
of migrants leaving from its 


shores for Europe. 

On July 11, some Libyan 
political leaders met in Mo¬ 
rocco to initial an agree¬ 
ment designed to bring 
their country's civil war to 
an end. But one major fac¬ 
tion, the General National 
Conference, balked, de¬ 
manding a greater share 
of power. 

The EU is seeking a “govern¬ 
ment of national unity” in 
Libya, and is ready to wield 
both carrots and sticks to 


make it a reality, Mogherini 
made clear.

But for most Greeks, al¬ 


ready buffeted by six years 
of recession, Monday was 
all about rising prices as tax 
hikes demanded by credi¬ 
tors took effect. 

Dimitris Chronis, who has 
run a small kebab shop in 
central Athens for 20 years, 
said the higher tax rates 
could push his business 
over the edge. 

“I can’t put up my prices 
because I'll have no cus¬ 
tomers at all,” lamented 
Chronis, who said sales 
have already slid by around 
80 percent since banking 
restrictions were imposed 
on June 29. 

“We used to deliver to of¬ 
fices nearby, but most of 
them have closed. People 
would order a lot and buy 
food for their colleagues 
on special occasions. That 
era is over." 

There are few parts of the 
Greek economy left un¬ 
touched by the steep in¬ 
crease in the sales tax from 
13 to 23 percent. The new 
rates have been imposed 
on basic goods, from cook¬ 
ing oil to condoms, as well 
as to popular services, such 
as taxi rides, eating out at 
restaurants and ferry trans¬ 
port to the Greek islands. 


The tax hikes are part of a 
package of austerity mea¬ 
sures that also include pen¬ 
sion cuts and other reforms 
that the Greek govern¬ 
ment had to introduce for 
negotiations to begin on a 
crucial third bailout. 

In response to last week’s 
parliamentary vote back¬ 
ing the austerity measures, 
the ECB raised the amount 
of liquidity assistance on of¬ 
fer to Greek banks, paving 
the way for them to reopen 
Monday. But strict controls 
on cash flows, including a 
ban on check-cashing and 
payments abroad as well 
as limits on cash withdraw¬ 
als, remained in effect. 

The European Union also 
sent a three-month loan to 
Athens, enabling the gov¬ 
ernment to repay a 4.2 bil¬ 
lion euro debt to the ECB 
on Monday and to clear 
its arrears of about 2 billion 
euros with the IMF. 

Both institutions confirmed 
they had been repaid. 

IMF spokesman Gerry Rice 
said the Fund “stands 
ready to continue assist¬ 
ing Greece in its efforts to 
return to financial stability 
and growth.”□ 


EU again falls short of target 
for migrant relocation plans

BRUSSELS (AP) — European 
Union interior ministers fell 
well short Monday of find¬ 
ing takers for the reloca¬ 
tion of 40,000 refugees who 
have made perilous boat 
trips across the Mediterra¬ 
nean into Italy and Greece. 
At a meeting, the EU na¬ 
tions committed to relocat¬ 
ing a total of 32,256 refu¬ 
gees from the two south¬ 
ern European nations, with 
Germany taking the big¬ 
gest share at 10,500. Some 
nations, like Britain and 
Denmark, were legally not 
bound to cooperate while 
Austria and Hungary said 
they would not take any. 
The special meeting was 
called to break a stale¬ 
mate within the 28-na- 
tion EU over how to divide 
up the refugees in an eq¬ 


uitable way over the next 
two years. It came amid 
criticism that any solution 
for the number under con¬ 
sideration would still be in¬ 
sufficient by far to contain 
the migrant crisis in Europe 
this year. 

Earlier this month, the UN 
said some 137,000 people 
had arrived in Greece, Ita¬ 
ly, Spain and Malta alone, 
with many more coming by 
land across the Balkans. 
However, the ministers did 
meet a separate target for 
the resettlement of 20,000 
refugees who are now in 
third countries, promising to 
take a total of 22,504 peo¬ 
ple. Britain and Denmark 
agreed to take part, while 
non-EU nations like Nor¬ 
way and Switzerland also 
agreed to help meet that 
target.

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Activists: Airstrikes on IS-held town in north Syria kill 20

BAGHDAD (AP) — More 
than 20 people have 
been killed, many of them 
children, and dozens of 
others wounded Monday 
in airstrikes that targeted 
a northern Syria town held 
by the Islamic State group, 
activists and the IS group 
said. 


The airstrikes that targeted 
the town of Manbej in 
Aleppo province were 
most likely carried out by 
Syrian army warplanes, 
according to the Britain- 
based Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights. It said 
the death toll was likely to 
rise because many of the 
wounded suffered critical 
injuries. 


Twitter and Facebook 
accounts affiliated with 
the Islamic State group 
said 26 people were killed 
and around 100 others 
wounded in the attacks. 
Syrian warplanes often 
target IS-held towns and 
cities across northern Syria. 
The airstrikes often result in 
civilian casualties. 

A U.S.-led coalition also 


bombs IS targets in Syria on 
a daily basis, but the two 
sides say their overflights 
and strikes are not 
coordinated. 

In Iraq, militants from the 
Islamic State group blew 
up a sports stadium in the 
western Anbar province 
that in recent months had 
been used as a military 
base, officials said Monday. 


There may have been 
fighters with the country’s 
Popular Mobilization Forces 
inside the 30,000-capacity 
stadium when it was 
destroyed Sunday, military 
and security officials in 
Anbar said, but they were 
unable to provide a specific 
estimate and officials with 
the PMF were not aware of 
casualties. □ 


Death toll from Yemen rebel shelling reaches nearly 100

Report: Iran, Germany to hold major economic conference

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Clos¬ 
er ties between Iran and 
Germany will help bridge 
the gap between Europe 
and the entire Middle East, 
Iran's president said as Iran 
and Germany announced 
plans to hold their first joint 
economic conference in a 
decade, fhe official IRNA 
news agency reported on 
Monday. 

Hassan Rouhani, who mef 


visiting German Economy 
Minister Sigmar Gabriel, 
said he hopes Germany 
plays a “positive role” in im¬ 
proving relations between 
Iran and the EU, 
w“as it played a positive 
role in nuclear talks.” 
Gabriel is heading a del¬ 
egation of representatives 
from German companies, 
one of the first overt signs 
of a thaw following a deal 
with world powers over the 
Islamic Republic’s nuclear 


program. 

In response to Rouhani’s 
comments, he said, “I am 
sure the business communi¬ 
ty of Germany and the Ger¬ 
man government will take 
stronger steps in the way 
you indicated,” the report 
said. An IRNA report earlier 
on Monday quoted Iranian 
Oil Minister Bijan Zanganeh 
as saying the conference 
will be held in late sum¬ 
mer or early autumn and 
will be aimed at laying the 


groundwork for businesses 
in both countries to work 
together as sanctions are 
lifted. The last such event 
was held in 2002 before the 
imposition of international 
economic sanctions over 
Iran’s nuclear program. 

But despite the optimism, 
Gabriel warned that obsta¬ 
cles still remain that could 
affect the pace of German 
investment in Iran. 

“Issues of human rights, civil 
rights of citizens and other 


individuals — and especial¬ 
ly the security of Israel — 
are all of great significance 
for Germany,” he said. 

Israel remains strongly op¬ 
posed to the deal and its 
government maintains it 
has not ruled out a unilat¬ 
eral military option against 
Iran's nuclear facilities. 

Iran does not recognize 
Israel and supports anti- 
Israeli militant groups like 
the Palestinian Hamas 
and Lebanese Hezbollah.

Venezuela orders producers 
to divert food to state stores

— Private companies in 
Venezuela say the govern¬ 
ment has ordered them to 
distribute food staples to 
a network of state-run su¬ 
permarkets amid chronic 
shortages of basic goods. 
The Food Industry Cham¬ 
ber said Monday that au¬ 
thorities ordered produc¬ 
ers of milk, pasta, oil, rice, 
sugar and flour to supply 
between 30 percent and 
100 percent of their prod¬ 
ucts to the state stores. 

The chamber says there 
are 15 times as many pri¬ 


vate stores in the socialist 
South American country 
as state-run ones. Cham¬ 
ber President Pablo Baray- 
bar says the order could 
cause major supply prob¬ 
lems. 

Government officials 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Rigid currency controls 
and a shortage of U.S. 
dollars make it difficult for 
Venezuelans to find im¬ 
ported goods. Companies 
say controls make it hard 
to turn a profit and justify

Experts have long said that 
cities are key to reducing 
global warming since ur¬ 
ban areas account for 
nearly fhree-quarters of 
human emissions. Mayors 


are also on the front lines 
in responding to the ef¬ 
fects of climafe change — 
especially when seawater 
enters coastal cities’ fresh¬ 
water systems or when 
floods hit as a result of 
global warming-induced 
severe weather. 

“They can’t afford the 
luxury of a false debate 
over whether the problem 
is real,” said Alden Meyer 
of fhe Union of Concerned 
Scientists, which has been 
active for decades in in¬ 
ternational climate nego¬ 
tiations.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 

— Eighteen Dominicans 
aboard a fishing boat have 
been detained by the Ba¬ 
hamian military on suspicion 
of poaching. The Royal Ba¬ 
hamas Defense Force says 
the suspected poachers 
were detained southwest 
of Great Exuma Island ear¬ 
lier this week. Their 100-foot, 
steel-hulled boat was al¬ 
legedly filled with scale fish 
and crawfish caught in Ba¬ 
hamian waters. It wasn’t im¬ 
mediately clear how much 
fish the Dominican-flagged 
vessel was carrying. A Ba¬ 
hamian patrol boat and 
a plane are searching for 
four Dominican suspects 
aboard two skiffs who fled 
as their colleagues were 
being detained. Last year, 
at least two Dominican fish¬ 
ing boats loaded with fresh 
catch were intercepted in 
waters of the sprawling ar¬ 
chipelago off Florida’s east 
coast.Q 

Jamaica utility 
cuts thousands 
of illegal lines 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Jamaica’s sole electric¬ 
ity provider says crews have 
pulled down nearly 10,000 
illegal connections to the 
power grid and police have 
arrested over 300 people 
for theft so far this year. In a 
statement earlier this week, 
the Jamaica Public Service 
Co. says it is “relentlessly 
pursuing” electricity thieves 
in neighborhoods where a 
tangle of illegal wires can 
often be seen tapping into 
power lines. In one town in 
Jamaica’s St. Catherine par¬ 
ish, residents fled their homes 
last week to avoid arrest 
as power crews removed 
about 850 illegal connec¬ 
tions. The government has a 
20 percent stake in the elec¬ 
tricity distributor on the Ca¬ 
ribbean island, where power 
theft has long been ram¬ 
pant. In import-dependent 
Jamaica, consumers pay 
as much as five times more 
for electricity than people 
do in communities in South 
Florida.Q

Roger Federer visits Malawi for charity work

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — It's 
a long way from Centre 
Court at Wimbledon for 
Roger Federer, who has 
opened a preschool in im¬ 
poverished Malawi as part 
of his charity work. 

The tennis star traveled to 
Malawi to see firsthand 
the impact of funds from 
his foundation, which 
contributes to education 
programs in half a dozen 
countries in southern Af¬ 
rica. Federer, who turns 34 
next month, described his 
philanthropic outreach as 
gratifying in a different way 
from the exultation of lifting 
a Grand Slam trophy. 

“It’s like meeting a friend 
you haven’t seen for 20 
years,” Federer said in an 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Monday in 
an airport hotel in Johan¬ 
nesburg. 

The No. 2-ranked Swiss 
player's mother is South 
African and he retains a 
South African passport. His 
foundation has withdrawn 
from operations in Ethiopia 
and Tanzania to focus on 


southern Africa. It aims to 
help educate 1 million chil¬ 
dren by 2018, an ambitious 
goal that Federer attributes 
partly to his drive as a ten¬ 
nis player. 

“You can get very senti¬ 
mental and sad” about 


extreme poverty in places 
such as Malawi, he said. But 
he remarked on the posi¬ 
tive attitude of the children 
he met, even though they 
have limited opportunities. 
Federer, who lost on July 
12 to Novak Djokovic in

the Wimbledon final, said 
he plans to start training 
again soon ahead of the 
American summer season 
of tournaments leading to 
the U.S. Open. 

Reflecting on Wimbledon, 
he said: “After a tourna¬ 


ment like that, you take 
away the good things but 
then you also take away 
the things that maybe you 
could have done better, 
because you can always 
do better.” 

Federer, who has won 17 
Grand Slam titles, includ¬ 
ing seven Wimbledon titles, 
said he was disappointed 
at the loss to Djokovic. But 
he also said the media and 
others sometimes had high 
expectations and failed to 
fully recognize that reach¬ 
ing the final of a Grand 
Slam tournament was a 
stellar achievement. 

“I think sometimes you 
need to adjust the mind 
of the people because it's 
actually a great result, be¬ 
ing able to play a final or 
a semis for that matter,” 
Federer said. “Thankfully, 
in tennis, we have a lot of 
highlights during the year, 
which make it actually 
easier to digest a loss like 
that." 

As for his charity work, Fe¬ 
derer said he would pur¬ 
sue it “way past my play¬ 
ing days in the years to 
come."0

Johnson wins British Open, stops Spieth’s bid for Grand Slam

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland (AP) 

— Zach Johnson cradled 
the silver claret jug in his 
arms. Jordan Spieth let it 
slip through his fingers. 
Spieth was right where he 
wanted to be in his spirited 
bid for the Grand Slam — 
tied for the lead with two 
holes to go in the British 
Open, right after making 
a 50-foot birdie putt that 
made it feel as though he 
were destined to win at St. 
Andrews for his third straight 
major. 

And he was still there at the 
very end Monday, but only 
as a spectator. 

The slam gone, Spieth 
graciously returned to 
the steps of the Royal 
& Ancient clubhouse to 
watch Johnson finish off a 
sterling performance of his 
own. Johnson rolled in a 30- 
foot birdie putt on the 18th 
hole that got him into a 
three-man playoff, and he 
outlasted Louis Oosthuizen 
and Marc Leishman to win 
the British Open. 

Johnson described himself 
as a “normal guy” from 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, when 
he won the Masters in 2007. 
And now? 

“I’m a normal guy from 
Cedar Rapids ... with a 
green jacket that has 
something that most guys 
don’t get to drink out of 
right now,” Johnson said, 
smiling as he looked at 
golf's oldest trophy with his 
name etched alongside 
most of the game’s 
greatest players. 

Spieth was close to having 
his name on that jug. No 
one ever came closer to 
the third leg of the Grand 
Slam. 

He fought back from taking 
four putts for a double 
bogey on No. 8 with back- 
to-back birdies. He rolled in 
that long birdie putt on the

16th for a share of the lead. 
After missing an 8-foot par 
putt on the tough 17th hole, 
Spieth needed a birdie on 
the closing hole to join the 
playoff. 

“Up and down for a 
playoff,” was the last thing 
Spieth said to caddie 
Michael Greller from about 
90 yards away. It was too 
far right and quite hard 
enough, and it rolled to 
the edge of the Valley of 
Sin short of the green. His 
birdie attempt up the slope 
stayed inches left of the 
cup, and he tapped in for 
a 69. 

“We gave it a great effort,” 
Spieth said. 

At least he was in elite 
company. Arnold Palmer, 
Jack Nicklaus and Tiger 
Woods — the three biggest 
names in golf over the last 
50 years — were the only 
other players to capture 
the Masters and U.S. Open 
in a bid to sweep the four 
professional majors in the 
same year. All came up 
short in the British Open. 


Spieth was the only one 
who had a share of the 
lead so deep in the final 
round. 

“I’m going to go home 
and reflect,” Spieth said. “It 
won't hurt too bad. It’s not 
like I really lost it on the last 
hole, and 17 was brutally 
challenging. I just didn’t 
hit a great putt there, and 
I just picked the wrong 
wedge out of the bag on 
18.1 made a lot of fhe right 
decisions down the stretch 
and certainly closed plenty 
of tournaments out.

66. He was the first in at 
15-under 273. 

Leishman, who considered 
giving up golf in April 
when his wife nearly died 
of a rare respiratory illness, 
fell out of the lead with a 
bogey on the 16th hole. He 
had a birdie putt for the win 
on the 18th that was wide 
left and gave him a 66. 
Oosthuizen made a 10-foot 
par putt on No. 17 to stay 
one shot behind, and he 
delivered a clutch moment 
of his own with a wedge to 
5 feet for birdie and a 69 to 
join the playoff.

2. Both made bogey on 
the 17th — Oosthuizen 
by missing a 5-foot putt 
to tie Johnson — and the 
South African had one last 
chance. Oosthuizen, who 
won the British Open when 
it last was at St. Andrews in 
2010, had a 12-foot birdie 
putt to force sudden death. 
Ittouched the leftside of the 
cup and kept going, and 
Johnson was introduced 
as the “champion golfer of 
the year.” 

Spieth showed guts over 
the final two hours, and 
class when his bid was over.

Jusf two weeks ago, Spieth 
went to Iowa to take part in 
a charity event for Johnson 
before playing — and 
winning — fhe John Deere 
Classic. He was questioned 
for not coming over to 
St. Andrews to prepare 
for a rare occasion of 
attempting the Grand 
Slam. Spieth put that to rest 
with a performance that 
kept him around the lead 
all week. 

It was the first British Open 
to end on Monday since 
1988 because of a brief rain 
delay Friday morning and 
lO'A-hour wind delay on 
Saturday. But what a show. 
With 14 players separated 
by three shots, no one 
seized control the entire 
day. Eight players had at 
least a share of the lead at 
one point. Most of them fell 
away. 

Spieth kept a golfing nation

said. She then went to Bar¬ 
nett's home in Ellenwood 
and abducted his wife, 
50-year-old Sandra Barnett. 
Ruby Chester, a longtime 


friend of Sandra Barnett, 
said she was on the phone 
with her about 11:20 a.m. 
on July 15 when someone 
knocked on Barnett’s door. 
Chester told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that she could 
hear a woman’s voice yell¬ 
ing “Open this door! Open 
this door or I'm going to kill 
you!” 

Chester said she heard Bar¬ 
nett talking to the woman: 
“Don't hurt me, ma'am! 
I don't know you!” Then 
she asked, “Are you Lisa 
Brown?” 

Chester said she and San¬ 
dra Barnett had known 
each other for 10 years 
and kepf no secrefs from 
each other, so she knew 
that Buster Barnett, who 
she said is now an Atlanta 
school teacher, had been 
involved in an affair wifh a 
woman named Lisa Brown. 
Chester said Brown had ha¬ 


rassed her close friend for 
af leasf a couple of years 
as Sandra Barneff tried to 
keep her marriage togeth¬ 
er. 

“Lisa Brown had been ag¬ 
gressive toward Barnett 
and had been bothering 
Barnett off and on for some 
time — showing up at the 
house, texting her, call¬ 
ing her," Chester said. But 
her friend would never do 
anything about it, leaving it 
for her husband to handle, 
Chester said. 

Chester tried calling police 
the day of her last phone 
call with Sandra Barnett, 
but wasn’t in the same 
county so she didn’t get 
connected to the correct 
police department, she lat¬ 
er told an officer, accord¬ 
ing to a police report. She 
then called Gerald Payton, 
a friend and co-worker, 
and asked him to drive by 


the Barnetts’ home. 

When Payton arrived, he 
saw a black Dodge Du¬ 
rango parked in front of the 
home and a woman in the 
garage, he told police. 

He then wrote down the 
tag number on the SUV, 
called the emergency dis¬ 
patcher and drove around 
the corner to wait for po¬ 
lice. Before officers arrived, 
he saw the SUV drive by but 
couldn’t tell if Barnett was 
in it, the police report says.

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Apple has cash cow in iPhone even as phone industry slows

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Smartphone sales may 
be slowing for some tech 
companies, but not for 
Apple. 

Analysts expect another 
powerhouse performance 
from the California tech gi¬ 
ant when it reports quarter¬ 
ly financial results Tuesday. 
Apple's signature iPhones 
remain popular, even as 
other smartphone makers 
are seeing demand slow 
down. 

Wall Street analysts esti¬ 
mate Apple will report a 
hefty $10.3 billion in profit 
after selling $49 billion 
worth of iPhones, iPads, 
Mac computers and other 
products during the April- 
June quarter. That’s an 
increase of more than 30 
percent in both revenue 
and profit from the same 
period a year earlier. 

Apple has said it won’t re¬ 
lease sales figures for the 
new Apple Watch, though 
some analysts believe de¬ 
mand has fallen since Ap¬ 
ple introduced the wear¬ 
able gadget three months 
ago. But it almost doesn’t 
matter: As in other recent 
quarters, Apple will reap 
its biggest rewards from its 
smartphones, especially 


the new, big-screen iPhone 
6 and 6 Plus models intro¬ 
duced last fall. Here’s why: 
BIGGER SCREENS ARE POP¬ 
ULAR: 

People use smartphones 
for social networking, play¬ 
ing games, looking at pic¬ 
tures — far more than they 
use them to make calls. 
And for those activities, 
many users prefer a bigger 
screen. 

Several analysts say their 
studies confirm Apple CEO 
Tim Cook’s claim that many 
recent iPhone buyers are 


people who switched from 
Android phones. Some 
consumers were drawn to 
Android devices in recent 
years because they had 
bigger screens, but Apple's 
decision to increase the 
iPhone’s screen size is per¬ 
suading Android owners 
to defect, said Ryan Reith, 
who tracks smartphone 
sales for the research firm 
IDC. 

Apple likely sold about 47 
million iPhones during the 
most recent quarter, or 34 
percent more than a year 


earlier, according to ana¬ 
lysts polled by FactSet. 
IPHONES ARE HUGELY 
PROFITABLE: 

At an average selling price 
of more than $600, before 
carrier subsidies, Apple’s 
phones are more expen¬ 
sive than many competing 
Android models, but they 
also provide more profit. 
While Apple doesn’t break 
out the numbers, Canac- 
cord Genuity analyst Mi¬ 
chael Walkley estimates 
that during the first three 
months of 2015, Apple 


reaped 92 percent of the 
$16.6 billion in operat¬ 
ing profit generated from 
smartphones by compa¬ 
nies around the world. 
Samsung sold more phones 
than Apple during that 
period, but many of them 
were lower-priced mod¬ 
els, giving Samsung only 
about 15 percent of the 
industry's operating profits, 
according to Walkley. He 
estimates other compa¬ 
nies operated their smart¬ 
phone business at a loss or 
broke even. 

APPLE’S RIVALS FACE 


CHALLENGES: 

Apple sold about 18.2 per¬ 
cent of all the smartphones 
worldwide in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2015, while Samsung 
had 24.5 percent of the 
market, according to IDC. 
But Samsung has said it ex¬ 
pects a drop in profit for 
the April-June quarter, ap¬ 
parently because sales of 
its new Galaxy S6 models 
fell short of expectations. 
HTC has also lowered its 
revenue forecast for the 
quarter, as it blamed weak 
sales in China and lower 
demand for high-end An¬ 
droid phones. Microsoft, 
meanwhile, is cutting 7,600 
jobs and writing down the 
value of its Nokia phone 
division by $7.6 billion, es¬ 
sentially acknowledging 
that its effort to build a 
business selling Windows 
smartphones had failed.

Although each company 
has its own issues, experts 
say smartphone sales are 
slowing in many devel¬ 
oped countries because 
most people already own 
one.

But IDC predicts 
iPhone sales will grow by 23 
percent this year.

U.S. stocks ended slightly 
higher on Monday after a 
mostly listless day of trad¬ 
ing.

Gold drops to lowest level in 
five years on dollar strength

NEW YORK (AP) — Investors are running out of reasons 
to own gold. 

The price of fhe metal, which is often seen as a hedge 
against inflation and a weak dollar, slumped to its low¬ 
est in five years on Monday. 

The dollar has rallied in recent months, diminishing the 
allure of holding gold. The U.S. economy has been 
on firmer footing, and tumult in China’s markets and 
Greece’s debt crisis have failed to restore the metal’s 
appeal as a haven from global turmoil. 

The price of gold had surged in the years immediate¬ 
ly after the 2008 financial crisis, topping out at nearly 
$1,900 an ounce in August 2011, as investors antici¬ 
pated that the Federal Reserve’s ultra-low interest rate 
policy and huge bond-buying program would under¬ 
mine the dollar and lead to inflation. 

That scenario didn’t pan out. 

Instead, inflation has remained subdued and the 
economy maintained its recovery, albeit at an un¬ 
even pace. That has boosted demand for the dollar. 
On Monday the price of gold sank another $25 to 
$1,106 an ounce. That’s about 40 percent below its 
recent peak and the lowest price since March 2010. 
“It's the strength of the dollar, that’s what’s been drill¬ 
ing gold down this year," said Jim Steel, chief precious 
metals analyst at HSBC in New York. 

When investors are worried about the outlook for fhe 
U.S. and fhe global economy, fhey tend to favor gold. 
Steel said. But when the U.S. stock and bond markets 
are strong, as they are now, investors don't really see 
a reason to hold gold which, unlike stocks and bonds, 
doesn’t produce any income. 

The dollar is strengthening as the Fed moves closer to 
raising interest rates for the first time in almost a de¬ 
cade. The prospect of rising interest rates and higher 
yielding U.S. assets has boosted the allure of the U.S. 
currency against other major currencies such as the 
euro and the Japanese yen. 

The dollar has surged 21 percent against a basket of 
major currencies over the last year as central banks in 
both Europe and Japan have kept using economic 
stimulus to try and strengthen their economies. While 
the Fed is considering rate increases, interest rates will 
likely stay low in these regions for some time to come. 
Fed Chair Janet Yellen has maintained that the cen¬ 
tral bank will probably raise its benchmark interest rate 
later this year if fhe economy continues to improve. 
She reaffirmed that view during a report to Congress 
last week. The Fed’s benchmark interest rate has been 
near zero since December 2008. 

Gold's allure as a store of value in times of crisis also 
appears fo be fading. Neither the recent stock market 
crash in China nor the Greek debt crisis succeeded in 
restoring the appeal of gold. 

Still, now may not be the best time for investors to 
dump their gold holdings, said Jim Paulsen, chief in¬ 
vestment strategist at Wells Fargo Asset Management. 
The price of gold is falling in part because many inves¬ 
tors are becoming over confident in the resilience of 
the stock market and the U.S. economy. That's exactly 
the time when investors should start being more cau¬ 
tious. 

“One reason of the reasons that (gold) is attractive 
is that nobody thinks it’s worthwhile anymore,” said 
Paulsen. “That says that probably people have be¬ 
come complacent, which is exactly when you need 
gold.’U

Morgan Stanley’s institution¬ 
al securities division, which 
includes its investment 
bank, and its stock, bond 
and commodities trading 
desks, did well. Equity sales 
and trading revenues to¬ 
taled $2.3 billion in the quar¬ 
ter, compared with $1.8 bil¬ 
lion a year earlier, as client 
activity rose. Fixed income 
and commodities trading 
net revenues climbed to 


$1.3 billion from $1 billion. 
The increase in trading rev¬ 
enue was notable for a 
couple reasons. Morgan 
Stanley was alone among 
the big banks — including 
JPMorgan Chase and Citi¬ 
group as well as its main 
competitor Goldman Sachs 
— to report a jump in trad¬ 
ing revenue. 

Secondly, the bank did 
well in trading even though

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

Lockheed Martin will ac¬ 
quire Black Hawk helicop¬ 
ter maker Sikorsky Aircraft 
for $9 billion as it seeks 
greater access to the mili¬ 
tary and commercial heli¬ 
copter market. 

United Technologies Corp. 
said in June it planned to 
shed Sikorsky so that the 
aerospace and build¬ 
ing systems conglomer¬ 
ate could better focus on 


high-technology systems 
for both of those industries. 
Lockheed will add the 
world's largest builder of 
military helicopters to its 
arsenal. 

“One of the key elements 
of our strategic planning is 
to secure and extend our 
core defense business and 
we feel confident that the 
addition of Sikorksy will 
contribute significantly to 
the growth objective,” 
Lockheed Martin CEO 
Marillyn Hewson said dur¬ 


ing a conference call. 
Sikorsky also makes presi¬ 
dential helicopters and its 
aircraft have returned as¬ 
tronauts home after they 
splashed down in the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean at the end of 
their space travels. 
Lockheed Martin plans to 
add Sikorsky to its mission 
systems and training unit. 
The Bethesda, Maryland, 
defense contractor ex¬ 
pects to fund the acqui¬ 
sition with cash on hand 
and new debt issuances. 


Even though the com¬ 
pany is a leader in the in¬ 
dustry, Lockheed can im¬ 
prove Sikorsky, particularly 
on contracting, cash flow 
and in reviewing the inter¬ 
national security needs of 
customers, said Chief Fi¬ 
nancial Officer Bruce Tan¬ 
ner. 

"We think it fits well into our 
portfolio and this is what 
we do,” Tanner said. 
Lockheed Martin is now 
reviewing its options for its

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Doctors say teen’s HIV in check 
for 12 years without drugs

An 18-year-old French teen 
born with the AIDS virus has 
had her infection under 
control and nearly unde¬ 
tectable despite stopping 
treatment 12 years ago — 
an unprecedented remis¬ 
sion, doctors are reporting. 
The teen might have some 
form of natural resistance 
to HIV that hasn't yet been 
discovered. But her case 
revives hope that early, 
aggressive treatment can 
limit how strongly the virus 
takes hold, and perhaps in 
rare cases, let people con¬ 
trol it without lifelong drugs. 
A few years ago, doctors 
reported a similar case: a 
Mississippi girl who kept HIV 
in check for 27 months with¬ 
out treatment. But then her 
virus rebounded, dashing 
hopes that early treatment 
might have cured her. 

At least a dozen adults 
have had remissions for a 
median of 10 years after 
stopping HIV medicines, 
but the new French case 
is said to be the first long- 
lasting one that started in 
childhood. 

The case was described 
Monday at an International 
AIDS Society conference in 
Vancouver, British Colum¬ 
bia, by Dr. Asier Saez-Cirion 
of the Pasteur Institute in 
Paris. The teen lives in the 
Paris area and her identity 
was not revealed. 

“This is an exciting story,” 
but it is unknown if the re¬ 
mission will last, said Fran- 
coise Barre-Sinoussi, a sci- 
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entist at the Pasteur Insti¬ 
tute and a co-discoverer 
of HIV. “This case is clearly 
additional evidence of the 
powerful benefit of starting 
treatment as soon as pos¬ 
sible,” she said. 

Most HIV-infected moms in 
the U.S. get AIDS medicines 
during pregnancy, which 
greatly cuts the chances 
they will pass the virus to 
their babies. The French 
teen's mother did not have 
her HIV under control in 
pregnancy, and doctors 
think her daughter was in¬ 
fected before or during 
birth. 

Doctors gave the baby an 
HIV drug — zidovudine, or 
AZT — for six weeks, which 
was the standard of care 
at that time. Tests then 
showed she still had high 


levels of HIV in her blood, 
so she was given a more 
powerful four-drug combi¬ 
nation. 

She stayed on treatment 
until she was nearly 6, then 
doctors lost contact with 
her. When she came back 
a year later, her mother 
said she had stopped giv¬ 
ing the girl HIV drugs. Yet 
doctors could not find HIV 
in her blood so they de¬ 
cided not to resume treat¬ 
ment. 

Except for one brief rise 
when she was 11 that re¬ 
solved on its own, her vi¬ 
rus has remained below a 
detection threshold ever 
since, although doctors 
can still find some at ex¬ 
tremely low levels when 
they look with very sensitive 
tests.□

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Another month, another global heat record broken _ by far

WASHINGTON (AP) — Earth 
dialed the heat up in June, 
smashing warm tempera¬ 
ture records for both the 
month and the first half of 
the year. 

Off-the-charts heat is "get¬ 
ting to be a monthly thing,” 
said Jessica Blunden, a 
climate scientist for the 
National Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration. 
June was the fourth month 
of 2015 that set a record, 
she said. 

“There is almost no way 
that 2015 isn't going to be 
the warmest on record,” 
she added. 

NOAA calculated that 
the world’s average tem¬ 
perature in June hit 61.48 
degrees Fahrenheit (16.33 
Celsius), breaking the old 
record set last year by 0.22 
degrees (.12 degrees Cel¬ 
sius). Usually temperature 
records are broken by one 
or two one-hundredths of a 
degree, not nearly a quar¬ 
ter of a degree, Blunden 
said. 

And the picture is even 
more dramatic when the 
half-year is considered.

The first six months of 2015 
were one-sixth of a degree 
warmer than the old record, 
set in 2010, averaging 57.83 
degrees (14.35 Celsius). The 
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old record for the first half 
of the year was set in 2010, 
the last time there was an 
El Nino — a warming of the 
central Pacific Ocean that 
changes weather world¬ 
wide. But in 2010, the El 
Nino petered out. This year, 
forecasters are predicting 
this El Nino will get stronger, 
not weaker. 

"If that happens, it's just go¬ 
ing to go off the charts,” 
Blunden said. 

June was warm nearly all 
over the world, with excep¬ 
tional heat in Spain, Austria, 


parts of Asia, Australia and 
South America. Southern 
Pakistan had a June heat 
wave that killed more than 
1,200 people — which, 
according to an interna¬ 
tional database, would be 
the eighth deadliest in the 
world since 1900. In May, a 
heat wave in India claimed 
more than 2,000 lives and 
ranked as the fifth deadliest 
on record. 

May and March also broke 
monthly heat records, 
which go back 136 years. 
Initially NOAA figured Feb-

ruary 2015 was only the 
second hottest February 
on record, but new data 
came in that made it too 
the hottest, Blunden said. 
Earth has broken monthly 
heat records 25 times since 
the year 2000, but hasn’t 
broken a monthly cold re¬ 
cord since 1916. 

"This is what anthropogenic 
global warming looks like, 
just hotter and hotter,” said 
Jonathan Overpeck, co-di¬ 
rector of the Institute of the 
Environment at the Univer¬ 
sity of Arizona.□

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

After years of tabloid gossip 
claiming marital troubles, 
country music’s top couple 
Blake Shelton and Miranda 
Lambert announced their 
divorce after four years of 
marriage. 

The news was confirmed in 
a statement by the couple 
to The Associated Press, is¬ 
sued by their representa¬ 
tives Monday. 

“This is not the future we en¬ 
visioned,” the former cou¬ 
ple said in the statement. 
“And it is with heavy hearts 
that we move forward 
separately. We are real 


people, with real lives, with 
real families, friends and 
colleagues. Therefore, we 
kindly ask for privacy and 
compassion concerning 
this very personal matter." 
The two multiplatinum stars 
came together just as their 
careers were hitting their 
peak, but the couple had 
to constantly deny rumors 
that their superstar careers 
were taking a toll on their 
marriage. Although some¬ 
times they joked about 
competing against each 
other for awards, pub¬ 
licly they were constantly 
championing each other's 
successes and there were 
no obvious signs of trou¬ 


ble when the couple ap¬ 
peared at the Academy 
of Country Music Awards 
together in April. 
Grammy-winning native 
Texan Lambert, 31, is one of 
country’s music most laud¬ 
ed female singers with her 
fiery brand of sass and sin¬ 
cerity on songs like “Gun¬ 
powder & Lead” and “The 
House That Built Me.” 

“Boys ‘Round Here” singer 
Shelton, with his cheeky 
humor and easy likability, 
became a ubiquitous star 
as he juggled his musical 
and television career, as a 
judge on “The Voice" and 
a co-host of the ACMs. 
The 39-year-old Shelton first

marriage of three years 
ended in divorce. 

“We're a really normal 
couple,” Lambert told The 
Associated Press in 2010.

NEW YORK (AP) — Jon 

Stewart enters the home 
stretch of his 16 years on 
Comedy Central’s “The 
Daily Show” on Monday, 
with 12 more nights of jokes 
at the expense of those 
who make and report the 
news before he signs off for 
good on Aug. 6. 

Stewart’s exit, the latest 
in a year of upheaval in 
late-night television, will be 
felt most acutely over the 
next 15 months as the U.S. 
approaches its first presi¬ 
dential election since 1996 
without his comic take. 
Attesting to Stewart’s cul¬ 
tural import, President 
Barack Obama is booked 
for his seventh appear¬ 
ance on the showTuesday. 
Stewart, who started on 
“The Daily Show" in 1999, 
cited restlessness in an¬ 
nouncing his exit last Feb¬ 
ruary. During a recent ap¬ 
pearance on “The Daily 
Show,” film director Judd 
Apatow said he sensed 
that feeling even before 
the announcement when 
he interviewed Stewart by 
phone for a just-released 
book. “I think it was that 
one moment when you

NEW YORK (AP) — The lead 
plaintiff in the landmark 
Supreme Court case that 
made gay marriage a na¬ 
tionwide right has a book 
deal.

An audience member 
shouted out, “We love 
you!” “That’s not love,” 
Stewart shot back. Love 


is taking soup to a sick 
friend. “Love is not saying, 
‘do more shows! Entertain 
me!'” he said. 

Adam Lowitt, an execu¬ 
tive producer on “The Daily 
Show,” said he’s had no 
sense his boss is second- 
guessing his decision. 

“Even around the office, 
he seems to be relishing the 
place that he’s in right now 
and taking in every aspect 


of the show and the peo¬ 
ple that work there," Lowitt 
said. “He’s aware that time 
is winding down. Regret is 
not there.” 

Still, as Stewart stifled 
laughter before delivering 
a comic lecture directed 
at New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie on the show last 
month, he couldn’t resist 
the aside, "I'm going to 
miss this a little bit." 

Stewart was animated, al¬ 
most gleeful, on the day 
Donald Trump announced 
his candidacy for presi¬ 
dent. The jokes poured 
out — sometimes a facial 
expression or exaggerated 
New Yawk accent was 
all that was needed — as 
Stewart said Trump was 
putting him in a comedy 
hospice with injections of 
straight morphine. 
Something about Trump is 
irresistible, even for retired 
comics. David Letterman 
resurfaced at a Steve Mar¬ 
tin appearance in Texas 
earlier this month just to 
deliver a Top Ten list about 
Trump. 

The day of Trump's an¬ 
nouncement was one of 
those special times in the 
office that Lowitt said he'll 
always remember. 

“Every moment was just 
better than the rest,” he 
said. “Everyone was just 
beaming with excitement. 
That is something that I will 
definitely miss — know¬ 


ing that this material is out 
there and the greatest per¬ 
former is about to deliver 
on that in six hours.” 
Stewart's value was evident 
for a different reason after 
the Charlestown church 
massacre. He opened the 
show by admitting he had 
no jokes, then delivered an 
impassioned monologue 
on his frustration about the 
lack of will in combatting 
mass shootings. With Letter- 
man’s retirement, Stewart 
was the only person in late- 
night TV with the gravitas 
to pull that off. 

As the days wind down 
for Stewart, the show has 
done a handful of self- 
deprecatory clip packag¬ 
es — Stewart breaking into 
song, complaining about 
his health or admitting to 
interview subjects that he 
hadn't read the book or 
seen the movie the guest 
was there to promote. 

“I read the back cover," 
he explained meekly to 
author David Halberstam. 
Letterman’s recent leave- 
taking was a several-week 
build-up of visits from old 
friends leading to a pitch- 
perfect goodbye. The final 
episode of “The Colbert 
Report” on Comedy Cen¬ 
tral was predictably sur¬ 
real and smart, although it 
could have used an editor. 
Stewart is conscious of 
making the final few weeks 
relatively low-key, Lowitt 
said. His last show is in Au¬ 
gust, prime vacation time. 
“What he’s always said is, 
‘We’re just going to do the 
show that we do. We're 
not going to do something 
crazy or reinvent it,’" he 
said. Actors Paul Rudd and 
Jake Gyllenhaal and au¬ 
thor Ta-Nehisi Coates are 
guests this week. 

Stewart, who took the sum¬ 
mer off two years ago to 
make a movie, hasn't said 
what he’s doing next. Low¬ 
itt is staying on to work for 
Stewart's “Daily Show” suc¬ 
cessor, South African co¬ 
median Trevor Noah, who 
is essentially keeping the 
same staff when he starts 
on Sept. 28. 

It ensures the sensibil¬ 
ity of “The Daily Show” will 
remain, even if Stewart 
isn’t.□
